SUGAR FOR CANNING. 
Six million pounds of 
sugar were 
issued last week through County Food 
Administration Committees, to Ohio 
households for canning purposes. 
To do this it was necessary to draw 
upon the future allotment of 
sugar 
fo r this state but this step was de­ 
cided upon by the Food A dm inistra­ 
tion in.view of reports from all over 
the State, particularly fi-wffl the rural 
communities, th a t fruit is going to 
w aste because of lack of sugar for 
canning. 
“ It would be most unfortunate if 
any fruit were allowed to go to w aste 
in Ohio, this year because of lack of 
sugar,” says 
Food 
A dm inistrator 
Croxton. 
“ Sugar is very scarce and we have 
no assurance th a t it will not continue 
to be scarce until the first of the year, 
but we would rath er take a chance of 
getting our honor 
ration of 
two 
pounds per persons per month for 
ordinary use during the 
last 
two 
months of the year than perm it any 
food to go to w aste now, because of 
lack of sugar. 
A most earnest appeal is made to 
patriotic housewives to use as 
little 
su gar as possible on the table. 
Use 
only enough sugar in canning to pre 
serve the food; to prqaerve a p art of 
the supply of fruits by methods re 
quiring no su gar and to replace some 
of the sugar, ordinarily used, 
with 
oth er sweetners. 
The certificates for this ex tra allot 
m ent for home canning were in ten 
pound denominations. They were sent 
to the County Food Committee to be 
distributed by them either directly to 
consumers or to the retailers at the 
option of the County Committee.

Some of them own an automo­ 
bile and the automobile which is 
on a fair analysis a least 95 per 
cent luxury and 5 per cent' neces­ 
sity, has been converted by ad­ 
vertising and nothing but adver- 
ing into 95 per cent necessity 
and 5 per cent luxury. Of course 
the advertising of the automo­ 
bile is not ju st the newspaper 
and magazine pages devoted to 
it. The automobile itself is one 
of the biggest advertisem ents of 
its advantages. Every one seen 
on the street or in a neighbor’s 
garage is a constant and irresist- 
able appeal to the man who has 
none to go and possess himself of 
one even if he has to mortgage 
his home for the price. The talk­ 
ing machine was Little more than 
an interesting scientific toy until 
a few men had the vision and the 
courage to spend money to con­ 
vert it into a household neces­ 
sity. 
And so on throughout the ex­ 
perience of us all w e,are daily 
and hourly making use^of soaps, 


tooth powders, clothing, baking 
powders, breakfast foods, farm ­ 
ing implements and scores 
of 
other things whose m erits would 
have been unknown to us but for 
the enterprise of the makers in 
calling them to our ‘attention. 


The suggestion s th at I write 
these few words about advertis­ 
ing came to me on the eve of an 
outing in the northern wilder­ 
ness, where wildness and other 
charms were held up to me in 
the railroad folders and in the 
glowing descriptions of friends. 
Now th at I am here and find the 
picture was not overdrawn, th at 
there 
are 
fish in abaundance 
whose size is only 
comparable 
to their hunger, I am more than 
happy th at I was persuaded by 
advertising to come and spend a 
few weeks among the 
balsams 
and pines 
where there are be­ 
sides fish, real bear, 
deer and 
other wild creatures 
th at 
I 
should never have a chance to 
meet face to face on the asphalt 
street of my hom6 city. 
Money spent in advertising is 
like the time a carpenter spends 
in keeping a keen edge on 
his 
tools. 
An hour a day 
on 
his 
saws, planes and 
chisels with 
file and oil stone will enable the 
carpenter to do three times the 
work, he could otherwise do with 
dull implements. The advertiser 
who has merchandise or service 
to sell, can by the expenditure of 
a comparatively small sum, do 
three, ten or a hundred times the 
business he could dp 
without 
this advertising. The increased 
volume of business 
results in 
lowering all other costs of do­ 
ing business— rent, clerk hire, 
so he can sell a better article for 
a lower price than would other- 
wfse be possible. 
But it m ust be 
remembered 
th at advertising cannot force a 
profitable volume of sales for an 
inferior or defective article. No 
m atter how attractively it may 
be pictured on paper, the money 
so spent is worse than wasted. 
For, the minute the buyer ob­ 
tains it and discovers its worth­ 
lessness, he becomes 
a 
nega­ 
tive force th at counteracts the 


effects of the seller thereafter 
This fact is so well understoo 
among business men th at few o 
them are foolish 
enough 
throw money away in an effor 
to selj goods that are not as goo 
as they are represented to b 
In other words, advertising is 
serious business. 
It is ju st th 
same as endorsing a note. A not 
m ust be a good one before th 
wise business man 
puts 
hi 
name on it and becomes respon 
sible for it. 
If an article is widely 
an 
generally advertised th at in i 
self is a proof that that partic 
lar merchandise is all 
right 
th at the public is buying it an 
is pleased with it and th at yo 
will' doubtless be equally sati 
fled with it. 
When you ask your dealer fo 
an article you have seen adve 
tised and he recommends th 
you try something else, explai 
ing to you that it can be sol 
cheaper because there has bee 
no money wasted in advertisin 
it, you >are warranted in su 
pecting th at he wants to sell J 
the unknown article because 
rru/kes more profit on it. And t' 
extra profit he makes is usuall 
much /more than the amounJ 
spent in advertising the othe 
When one stops to 
consid 
th at the greatest business rn 
and keenest minds of the 
are using advertising in a lar 
way and spending in the ta 
gregate, vast sums 
of 
mon 
through this channel, one rn 
be sure that there is no oth 
known means of promoting bu. 
ness equal to this.

MRS. KIMMELSHUE 
KILLED WITH SONS 
IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


T hat Mrs. E. F. Kimmelshue was 
also killed in the accident in 
which 
her two sons, Stinson and Robert, lost 
their lives, is the. information con­ 
tained in later dispatches 
and 
dis­ 
closed in S aturday’s issue of a Mon­ 
mouth, Illinois, paper, received 
by 
Rev. R. W. Burnside, who is visiting 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. W. L. 
Dean, from his mother in Monmouth. 
According to the article, four lives 
were 
claimed in the 
accident, 
in 
which the Ford touring car owned by 
Rev. Kimmelshue plunged over a 50 
foot embankm ent on 
Fall river 
in 
Estes Park, Colorado. 
A Mrs. W. H. 
Wends cf Monmouth was the fourth 
victim of the terrible accident. 
Rev. and Mrs. Kimmelshue and fam ­ 
ily are form er Xenians, living here 
when Rev. Kimmelshue was synodi­ 
cal superintendent of missions. 
They 
moved to Monmouth 
two 
or 
three 
years ago, where Rev. 
Kimmelshue 
was pastor of the Ninth Avenue P res­ 
byterian 
church. 
Mrs. Kimmelshue 
was form erly Miss Stinson of 
this 
city. 
The oldest son, Stinson, w as 18 
and a graduate of the High School at 
Monmouth, and preparing to enter 
Monmouth 
College .this 
fall. 
His 
brother, Robert, was IO, and attended 
Central School. 
It is said th a t 
the 
accident 
was 
caused when the machine 
struck a 
boulder and swerved on the narrow 
path, plunging over the precipice. 
Ro*. Kimmelshue had gone 
by 
train to Ft. Collins, where he was su b ­ 
stituting for 'a brother minister, and 
thus w as not in the accident'. 
Friends of Rev. Kimmelshue here 
were greatly shocked to hear of the 
accident and extend their sympathies 
to him in his triple bereavement.

Judge Smith, chairm an of the local 
committee, states that he understands 
the order to mean that on Mon lay and 
Tuesday nights no light may be used 
in display windows and all advertis­ 
ing signs m ust be dark. Lights Inside 
the stores, necessary to carry on bus­ 
iness, will of course he permitted.
